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MAKING AN ENVELOPE

Your basic tool kit plus: 

Pergamano 

i) 2-needle and semi-circle perforating tools 

PCA 

i) Framed Posy EasyEmboss template 
(TP3098E) 

i) Micro ball tool or Pergamano 1 mm 
embossing tool 

i) Small Sun or Pergamano 2mm Star tool 

And 

i) Rose pink parchment 

i) 6mm, 4.5mm, 3mm and 1.5mm 
embossing tools 

i) Parchment scissors or snips 
i) Straight blade scissors 
i) 3mm pale dusky pink ribbon 
i) 3mm silver brad 



Trace 

• Attach the rose pink parchment paper to 
the pattern with the dark, shiny side face 
down to the pattern, fixing in place with low 
tack tape. 

• Use a ruler and white pencil to draw the 
outside and the fold lines of the envelope. 

Perforate 

• Shallow perforate with the semi-circle and 

2-needle tools around the two corners on 
the front flap of the envelope as indicated 
on the pattern. ^

"When embossing with the Sar or sun tools, work on the hack of your parchment Plus, always reS on a firm hut giving 

surface such as thick card, solid ruhher or clear embossing mat" 




Embossing 

• Attach the template to the parchment, this 
time the shiny side of the parchment should 
be upper most with the dull pale side down 
when fixing it to the template, low tack tape 
can be used for this. 

• Position the flowers on the template in the 
centre and slightly above the pencil line 
on the front flap of the envelope (do not 
include the flower pot). Use the micro ball or 
1 mm embossing tools to trace the flowers 
by following the tracks in the template with 
the embossing tool. 

• Re-position the template to add the 
sentiment, the corners in place as indicated 
by (A) on front and (B) on bottom flap. Also, 
emboss the groups of four dots along either 
side of the front flap. 

• Use a large 6mm embossing tool to lightly 
emboss the petals, approximately % of the 
way down the petals.

• Move to the 4.5mm embossing tool to 
emboss again this time only V 2 the way 
down each petal. 

• With the 3mm embossing tool, emboss the 
top V 4 of each petal. 

• Finally, with the 1.5mm tool, emboss the top 
edge of all the petals. 

• During these stages work from the outer 
edge of the petals down towards the centre. 

• Using a 1.5mm tool for the small flowers in 
each of the four corners, start embossing 
strokes from the outer edge towards the 
base of the flowers. 

• Use a 2mm star or sun embossing tool to 
add a star in each of the semi-circles. 

• Emboss all the pencil lines taking care 
where perforations have been made to the 
two corners. 

Re-perforate 

• Use the semi-circle and 2-needle perforating 
tools to fully perforate all holes previously 
made or if you prefer a 1-needle perforating 
tool can be used. Rest on a perforating mat 
and work from the front of envelope. 

Perforate 

• With a 2-needle tool, perforate around 
bottom envelope flap plus both sides and a 
small amount between the semi-circles on 
the front flap. 



Cutting 

• Use parchment scissors or snips to cut 
around all the perforated holes. 

• Use plain bladed scissors or craft knife to cut 
the two side flaps, giving these a straight 
plain edge. 

Finish 

• Carefully fold all embossed lines in to form 
the envelope. 

• Make a bow with the 3mm ribbon and 
fix to the front flap of the envelope using 
the brad.

Re-Perforate 

steps 

• On the front of your Parchment, with your 
One Needle Perforating tool, re-perforate 
all around the border holes of the Almond 
perforating tool. 

Cut 

Step 6 

• With your Pergamano snips or scissors cut 
around the outer perforations as shown on 
the pattern. 

Finishing 

• Carefully mount the piece carefully onto 
backing cards of your choice using brads.

• Use a variety of sizes of Ball tools and 
Shaders that you have, start with the larger 
tools and go back over with the smaller tools 
to give more definition and whiteness 

Stipple 

• Place your Parchment face down on a piece 
or hard card and stipple the centre of the 
flowers with a bold single needle tool 


Emboss 

• Erase all your pencil lines from the front of your 
Parchment so you have a clear view of your 
embossing. On the back of your Parchment go 
back over the embossing of the flowers with 
smaller ball tools to give more definition 

Shallow Perforate 

Step 3 

• On the front of your Parchment, with your 
Almond Perforating tool, shallow perforate 
all around the outer border of the pattern. 

Emboss 

Step 4 

• Place your Parchment face down on your 
mat and emboss inside the perforations of 
the Almond tool.

• With your flower tool, emboss randomly 
the knot of the tie and with your medium 
sun tool emboss between the semi-circle 
perforations in the outline on the reverse of 
the paper. 

• Remove any visible pencil lines with 
an eraser. 

Grid work 

• Place the main card face down on your PCA 
FlexiDuo Grid Bold and emboss as shown on 
Grid Diagram B. 

• Repeat for your collar and tie elements on 
the same grid as shown on the grid work 
diagram and indicated on the photo of the 
finished card. 


Perforate 

• With your 1 -needle and semi-circle 
perforating tools, perforate as shown in 
the pattern. 

Cut 

• Cut all perforations with your scissors as 
shown on pattern. 

Finish 

• Assemble the greeting, collar and tie 
as shown, placing glue dots behind 
each piece. 

• Fold over a piece of oversized burgundy 
card and place behind your assembled 
and finished card. Cut around the outline 
with fancy edged scissors, line up all 

the layers and secure with Perga glue or 
method of your choice.

• Working on the front of your work, add rough 
patches of Sanguine 188, Light Yellow Ochre 183, 
Madder 142, Brown Ochre 182, Burnt Sienna 283 
and Burnt Umber 280 to the pile of leaves. 

Step 9 

• Turn your work over and working on the back, 
add patches of Brown Ochre 182 and Burnt 
Umber 280 to the ground area. 

Grid work 

• Place your work face down over the bold 
straight grid and using the traced square 
border as a guide, emboss a square of 109 x 
109 holes. 

• Continue to work the gridwork border around 
these holes, according to the diagram. 

Emboss 

• With an extra-large ball tool, lightly emboss 
the image from the back. 

3D LEAVES 
Trace 

• Place a second piece of plain parchment paper 
over the pattern and with a white pencil, trace 
the 3D leaves. 



Colour 

• Working on the back of the parchment, colour 
the leaves with a mix of Brown Ochre 182, 
Burnt Sienna 283, Madder 142 and Sanguine 
188. 

• Blend with Dorso oil. 

Emboss 

• Emboss the traced lines from the back of your 
work, with a small ball tool. Erase the white 
pencil lines. 

Grid work 

• Place your work face upwards over the bold 
straight grid and perforate in every hole, 
between the veins of the leaves. 

• Use a 2-needle perforating tool to perforate 
around the outlines of the leaves. 

Cut 

• With parchment scissors, cut between the 
2-needle perforations. 

Finishing 

• Erase any visible white pencil lines. 

• With a blending brush and Walnut Stain 
Distress ink, distress the edges of the beige 
card, leaving the centre clear. 

• With gold metallic thread, stitch the main 
parchment piece to the beige card, through 
the inner border perforations. 
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• Using the wooden letters, add the greeting of 
your choice to the top left-hand corner of your 
work. 

• Add wooden dots to the bottom right-hand 
corner of your work. 

• Using invisible thread, stitch the 3D leaves in 
place, using the main image as a guide. 

• With double-sided adhesive tape, mount your 
work onto the dark brown card and then the 
ivory card blank. •>

• Use the Multi grid n° 4 and perforate the 
sections A as indicated on the pattern.

Secure to your Pergamano A4 Straight Grid 
with low tack tape, and emboss as shown on 
Grid A embossing diagram 
Repeat as shown on Grid B Diagram. 

Perforate 

• With your Quad and single need tools, 
perforate as shown on pattern. 


• Emboss behind your quad tool perforations

• Turn your worked card over and with your 
sun embossing tool emboss between your 
semi circle perforations, turn over again and 
re-perforate deep with a single needle tool. 

• Cut your semi circle perforations with 
your scissors, cut a straight line behind the 
protruding flowers and leaves. 


• Trace whichever sentiment you wish to use, 
emboss from behind with a large ball tool. 

• Line up all layers as shown on photo of 
finished project and secure with Perga glue 
or method of your own choice. ❖

Grid work 

• Secure a piece of parchment to the Bold 
Straight Grid. 

• Following the grid pattern in diagram A, 
start with the embossing. 

• Once you have completed all the 
embossing, leaving the parchment attached 
to the grid, flip the grid over and perforate 
as per the pattern. 


• When you have all the perforating done, you 
can remove the parchment from the grid. 

Tracing 

• Attach your completed gridwork piece to 
the leaves outline by securing with low tack 
tape (front side up) 

• Trace the leaves with a black fine liner.

Colour 

• Colour the leaves on the front of your work, 
using a selection of beautiful autumnal 
colours of your choice. I have used 
Polychromes pencils 

• Blend the pencil work with your peferred 
blending medium. I have used Winsor & 
Newton Sansodor low odour solvent. 

Emboss 

• On the back of the parchment, using your 
Extra-Large Ball tool, lightly emboss the 
leaves. 

Cut 

• Snip between the perforations on the 
gridwork piece, please refer to finished 
sample image for reference if needed. 


Stitching 

• With a needle and coordinating colour 
thead, following the stitching pattern to add 
detail to the border. 

Finishing 

• Fix your finished piece onto the backing 
card with either brads or sewing needle and 
clear thread. 

• Add some adhesive gems as shown. 

• Adhere your completed parchment to a 
folded card blank to finish. ❖

Your basic tool kit plus: 

i) Small brads 
i) Parchment scissors 
i) White pencil 

i) Black inkpad or black waterproof fine 
liner pen 

i) Blue, green, yellow, sepia and black inkpads 
i) Green and grey oil-based pencils 
i) Pintura blue pearl or alternative pearlized 
acrylic paint 
i) Sun or star tool 
i) Bold straight grid 

i) Bold single needle tool or bold quad tool 


Trace 

• Trace the frame of the design in white pencil. 
Using either black ink (must be waterproof) 
or a fine black liner pen (I used a 0.03 
Mitsubishi Unipin), trace the entire design. 

Colour 

• On the front of the parchment, colour the 
design. Using inks (Tinta or other brands), 
paint the body of the peacock with blue, 
build up the layers to add shade. 

• Use a mix of blue and green to colour the 
back of the bird between the tops of the 
wings. 

• Use blue ink to colour the'eyes'of the feathers, 
green in the area immediately around them 
and then yellow for the outer edges. 

• Use a mix of blue and green with a little 
yellow and paint the tail in long and short 
strokes. Don't attempt to fill in all the areas 
as any gaps can be covered on the reverse. 

• Paint the top ofthe wings with sepia ink and 
the leg and the area around the eye with black. 

• Paint the box the bird is perched on in sepia, 
adding a little black to sepia ink to paint the 
shadows. Add emphasis to the'eyes'of the 
tail with Pintura blue pearl. 

• Add shadow on the ground around the box 
and the birds tail with a grey pencil. On the 
reverse, use a green pencil over the tail and 
this will cover any gaps. 



Emboss 

• Emboss the frame using a small ball tool and 
then fill in the border created with sun/star 
impressions. Find the centre of each side 
and work out from the centre to the corners. 

• Lightly emboss the bird and the box. 


Perforating 

• Perforate two rows around the outer edges 
using a bold straight grid and cut. 

Finishing 

• Attach the completed work to coloured 
cards with small brads and mount onto a 
folded card.***

Before you begin: 

• When doing coloured work, I always 
recommend that you choose your 
background card first, rather than at the 
end. Whilst working through the pattern, 
occasionally slip the coloured card 
underneath the coloured work as it can 
affect the finished result. 

• Rub the back of the parchment with a 
tumble-dryer sheet to aid the embossing. 

• Attach the parchment over the pattern. 



Trace 

• With a fine black drawing pen, trace all the 
black lines and the greeting. 

• Use a white pencil to trace all the lines 
shown in red (see Picture A). 

Perforate (shallow) 

• Use the semi-circle tool to perforate around 
the inner border. 

Emboss 

• Turn the parchment to work on the 
reverse and with your smallest ball tool or 
scriber, emboss all the white pencil lines. 
Also emboss the lines inside the semi¬ 
circle perforations.

Grid 

• Still working on the reverse, place the 
parchment on the grid and emboss every 
hole inside each heart. 

Colour 

• This is done on the reverse of the parchment 
with blendable pencils. Smooth out the 
colour with a little blending medium. 

• Blend in the following way: 

The daisy panel: 

Light Magenta and Cadmium Yellow 
The striped panel: 

Cadmium Orange, Cadmium Yellow and 
Violet 

The heart panel: 

Light Magenta 
Curved striped panel: 

Blue Violet and Light Magenta 
Hello panel: Cadmium Yellow 
Outer panel: Cadmium Orange 

Shadows 

• These are coloured on the front of the 
parchment with a very well-sharpened Cold 
Grey VI pencil. Because the rest of the colour 
is on the reverse of the parchment, there's 
the opportunity to correct the colouring on 
the front with an eraser if required. 

• After you've applied the shadows, don't be 
tempted to brush away any stray flakes of 
colour with your hand in case you smudge 
your work. Better to use a fine brush. Picture 
B shows where to place the shadows.

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COLOURING SHADOWS

Blooming lovely 

To achieve the look of a three-dimensional rose, contributor Judith has used colouring pencils 
on the front of her parchment to create shadows. This pattern places the shadows on the reverse 
of the parchment, to achieve the hedt shaded effedts. 
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COLOURING SHADOWS 




Your basic tool kit plus: 

i) Semi-square perforating tool 
i) Bold diagonal grid 

Plus 

i) Faber-Castell Polychromos pencils 
i) Permanent Carmine (126) 
i) Permanent Green Olive (167) 
i) Prussian Blue (246) 
i) Red fine-tip felt pen 
i) 0.1 black drawing pen 
i) Eight small brads 
i) Blue mirri card, cut to 8.7cm square 
i) Dark blue card 
i) White folded card 


Before you begin, rub the reverse of the 
parchment with a tumble-dryer sheet to aid 
the embossing. 


Trace 

• Attach the parchment over the pattern. 

• LEAVES: The outline of each leaf is traced 
with the black pen, plus the central vein. 

The smaller veins are just for guidance when 
embossing and are only traced with white 
pencil. 

• Also, with white pencil trace everything 
shown in red including the small dots 
underneath the hearts. Trace the smaller 


hearts and the greeting with the red felt 
tip pen. Use the black drawing pen for 
everything else. 

• Trace the dotted lines indicating the shadow 
areas with the very well sharpened blue 
pencil. 

Perforate (shallow) 

• Working over a thin perforating mat, 
perforate around the border with the semi¬ 
square tool. 

Emboss 

• Turn the parchment to work on the 
reverse and with your smallest ball tool or 
scriber emboss all the pencil lines plus the 
decorative lines within the semi-square 
perforations. With a small ball tool emboss 
the dots underneath the hearts and inside 
the semi-square perforations. 

• Starting with a large ball tool, working down 
to a medium tool, emboss the rose. Emboss 
the leaves, using the white guidelines to 
show the direction of the embossing. With a 
small tool emboss the line of light across the 
top of the stem. 

• Using a medium ball tool emboss the 
narrow border around the card and also 
around the two hearts. 

Colour 

. ROSE, LEAVES AND STEM: Colour on 
the reverse, working over the top of the 



embossing. The colour will show through 
on the unembossed areas. Smooth by 
rubbing with a dry tissue. 

• SHADOWS: Still working on the reverse, 
colour approximately inside the dotted lines 
with the blue pencil but then with the tip of 
a dry blending stick, or a rolled-up piece of 
tissue, smooth out the colour so there is no 
hard edge. Turn the parchment to work on 
the front and erase the blue dotted outline 
of the shadows. Add extra shading on the 
rose and leaves using small strokes with 
the well sharpened pencils. With the blue 
pencil add a line of darker colour where the 
shadow is just underneath the rose or the 
leaves and smooth out again with the dry 
blending stick to avoid a hard line. 

Perforate (deep) 

• Re-perforate around the border with the 
semi-square tool 

Grid 

• Place the parchment on the grid and 
perforate every hole inside the red hearts. 

Cut 

• With parchment scissors, snip the 
perforations to release the design from the 
parchment. 

Finish 

• Chamfer the corners of the blue mirri card so 
they match the central picture. Take a large 
piece of dark blue card and with double¬ 
sided tape stick the blue mirri card in the 
centre. Lay the finished parchment design 
over the top, matching the central frame to 
the blue mirri card underneath. Attach to 
the dark blue card with two brads in each 
corner and trim to leave a narrow border. 

• Stick the trimmed backing card to a folded 
white card with double-sided tape. ❖

Trace 

• Trace the entire pattern with Tinta black ink. 


Emboss 

• Emboss the two outer circles in the pattern 
with the large ball tool then go over with 
the small ball tool. Emboss all of the other 
elements in the design with the large, small 
and extra small ball tools, letting the project 
rest in between each change of tool. Use 
the small star tool on a hard mat to emboss 
the inner circle, and then use an extra small 
ball tool to emboss the centre of the star 
embossing. 


Perforate 

• Perforate all of the elements as shown in the 
pattern with a two needle perforating tool. 


Cut 

• Cut out all of the two needle perforations 
with scissors. 


3D Elements 

• Print two flower elements on plain 
parchment paper and emboss from behind 
a small border with a small ball tool around 
the petals. Alternatively, you could trace 
the flower element with blackTinta ink and 
paint with black Pintura paint. Perforate 
around the whole flower with a two needle 
tool and then cut out with scissors. 


Finishing 

• Attach the front sheet to the black vellum 
insert with removable tape, perforate 
around the outline with a two needle 
tool and cut through all of the layers with 
scissors. Remove the tape and then secure 
the insert and card together by either 
sewing with fine thread or Perga glue. 

Glue the two petals of the flower element 
together and attach the small pearls in the 
centre Perga glue and then attach to the 
centre of the card with a glue of your own 
choice. •>

BIRD BOX FRAME 
Trace 

• You will need to trace the bird box pattern 
twice. Firstly, on a sheet of plain parchment 
paper, trace the bird box body using white 
ink. Trace the floral decorations using either 
a white pencil or white ink. Trace two sets 
of the bird pattern on a separate sheet of 
parchment paper. On a sheet of coloured 
cardstock trace only the outlines of the 
bird box frame, fold lines and the circular 
opening of the bird box. The cardstock will 
serve as a backing for the parchment paper 
and will help support and maintain the 
shape of the bird box. 

Emboss 

• Emboss the floral ornaments using either 
your Ball embossing tools or Shader tools. 
Emboss the outlines of the bird box using 
a Small Ball embossing tool including the 
broken lines. Emboss the details on the 
bird's body. 

Perforate 

• Perforate the outlines of the shaded areas 
and all similar areas using a Two Split Needle 
tool. 

• Perforate around the outlines of the bird. 

Finishing 

• Cut out the outline of the bird box frame 
using parchment scissors. Also cut out 
the bird box frame outline drawn on the 
cardstock (including the circular opening) 
using parchment scissors. Cut out all the 



perforated areas on parchment paper. Lastly, 
cut out the images of the two birds and set 
them aside. 

• Crease all the fold lines carefully and 
accurately, on both the parchment and 
coloured cardstock. 

• Attach the parchment to the cardstock. The 
"glue" marks on the pattern will indicate 
where glue will be applied sparingly within 
the entire area. Wait until the glue has 
sufficiently dried and snip off the excess 
areas so that the parchment paper and 
cardstock backing are well aligned. Re¬ 
inforce the folds. Assemble the bird box 
frame to its finished shape and apply glue 


behind the cardstock as you work each side 
of the frame. The bird will be attached only 
after the roof is in place. 

BIRD BOX ROOF 
Trace 

• Trace the roof pattern on plain parchment 
paper using white ink. Trace the roof outline 
on coloured cardstock including the fold line 
markings. Trace the foliage pattern twice on 
a separate sheet of parchment paper. 

Emboss 

• Heavily emboss the detailing on the roof. 
This will emphasize the pattern on the roof 
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and will effectively add texture to an 
otherwise flat surface. Emboss the 
two sets of foliage patterns using 
your Ball embossing tools or Shader 
tools. 

Perforate 

• Perforate the outlines of the foliage 
using a Two Split Needle tool. 

Finishing 

• Cut out the roof outline using 
parchment scissors. Cut out the 
perforated outlines of the foliage. 
Crease all of the fold lines on both the 
parchment paper and the cardstock. 
Attach the parchment paper to the 
cardstock, applying glue sparingly 

as indicated on the pattern. Remove 
all the excess areas so that the 


parchment roof and cardstock roof 
are well aligned. Re-inforce the folds. 
Before assembling the roof to the 
bird box body, prepare your ribbon 
and determine the midpoint of the 
entire length. Secure the midpoint 
of your ribbon behind the roof apex 
and keep the ends outside the bird 
box while assembling the bird box 
body and roof together. Glue the two 
parts together, carefully checking the 
overall shape of the bird box as you 
glue them together. Glue the foliage 
on both sides of the roof. 

• Once assembled, tie the ends of the 
ribbon into a bow. Fill up the bird box 
with pot pourri or your desired gift 
and close the two holes with the bird 
cut-out. ♦

Trace 

• Secure your mint green parchment to the 
pattern and use a white ink to trace the 
motives and use the white pencil to trace 
the fold line. 

• Secure your plain parchment to the pattern 
and use the white pencil to trace the oval 
and the central drawing. 

Perforate 

• With a Small Semi-Circle perforating tool 
perforate the edge of the oval on mint green 
parchment. 

• Perforate the internal edge and the extern of 
the border of the mint green parchment as 
indicated on pattern using a Two Needle tool. 

• With your Two Needle and on plain 
parchment using a perforating tool 
perforate the edge of the oval and the 
central drawing. 




ROSELYNESAYS... 

If you find that the embossing of the mint green parchment is not rather 
white, you can paint the inside with some white ink. 




Emboss 

• Turn the parchment over and use your ball 
tools and shaders your choice to emboss the 
mint green parchment as indicated to the 
pattern and the sections A as indicated to 
the reference grid A. 

• On the reverse to the plain parchment 
emboss the oval, the rider, the horse and the 
obstacle. 

• Erase any visible pencil lines. 

Grid Work 

• With the reverse to the second sheet of 
plain parchment emboss the section B as 
indicated to the reference grid B. 


Dorse 

• Use your Polychromos pencils to dorse the 
boots, the hat of the rider and dorse the 
jacket with Bluish Turquoise. 

• Dorse the horse with a combination of Burnt 
Carmine and Black, the tail of the horse, 
clogs in Black. 

• Dorse the bar of the obstacle with a 
combination of Bluish Turquoise and Black. 

• Dorse the top of the obstacle with a 
combination of Dark Naples Ochre and 
Black. 

• Dose the obstacle with Bluish turquoise. 

• With Light Burnt Carmine, dorse on the 
reverse of section B to the second sheet of 
plain parchment. 


Cut 


• Use scissors or snips to cut inside 
and outside border of the mint green 
parchment. 

• Cut ovals centers in the mint green 
parchment and plain parchment. 


Finishing 

• Assemble all the sheets of parchment on a 
white card with the Perga glue. 

• Cut and fold dark brown card and attach to 
the piece to finish. ❖

• Secure your plain parchment paper to the 
pattern with removable tape and with your 
white pencil trace the whole pattern. 


Emboss 

• With your ruler and small ball embossing 
tool, emboss the straight lines in star centre, 
emboss the rest of the design as shown on 
photo of finished project.

PCA 

i) Flexi Duo Grid Plain Bold 

Pergamano 

i) Two Needle perforating tool 
i) Moss Green Fantasy Parchment Paper 
i) Perga glue 
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• Emboss behind the flower petals with an 
extra large ball embossing tool to give shape. 

• Remove any visible lines with an eraser. 

Perforate 

• Perforate with your two needle tool as shown 
in pattern. 

Cut 

• Cut all perforations with your scissors. 

Colour 

• With your Faber-Castell Polychromos pencils 
colour the flowers following the photo of the 
finished card.

• 191 Pompeian Red 

• 111 Cadmium Orange 

• 109 Dark Chrome Yellow 

CENTRES:

• 173 Olive Green Yellowish 

• 183 Light Yellow Ochre 

Finishing 

• Cut around Tab B and fold along the fold 
line, fold over an A4 piece of Moss Green 
Fantasy parchment paper dull side up, place 
behind your worked piece and secure with 
removable tape, perforate around the 
outline deep through all layers with your two 
needle perforating tool, cut through all layers 
with your scissors. 

• Remove tape, line up all layers and secure 
with Perga glue or method of your own

Update: The Academy of Independent 
Parchment Craft Tutors 

The Academy of Independent Parchment Craft Tutors has now been established for six 
years and now has members worldwide. From last summer, consideration was being 
given as to whether to bring back the pre-exam assessment in some form. Previously this 
had involved candidates submitting a selection of cards which although very nice work 
was received, it did not always relate to Level 1 which is the tutor examination starting 
level. After giving the matter serious thought, it was decided to introduce specific designs 
to follow which would ensure acceptable standards were met. We are fortunate in that 
we have many well-known designers working with the Academy who are now honorary 
members. These include Dorothy Holness, Christine Coleman, Tatsue Shibata, Julie Roces 
and Amanda Yeh. 

Various designs were sent out to the UK Academy co-ordinators for approval and Mary 
Price suggested we term the new course'Friend of the Academy'which everyone agreed 
upon. It is intended for those who do not wish necessarily to undertake a Tutors course 
but wish to be part of the Academy and its growing community. 

Candidates receive 7 designs with instructions and coloured examples to assist in their 
completion. Successful candidates receive a badge, certificate, and an invitation to the 
AlPT Facebook page where they will find a wealth of information and videos to assist 
their progression. The Academy offers ongoing support to all its members. During the 
lockdown, members have received 'challenges'to encourage them to hone their skills and 
receive regular newsletters.

Your basic tool kit plus: 

Pergamano: 

i) Fine two needle tool (Pergamano or PCA) 
i) Pergamano star point tool 
i) Pergamano 5 in a circle tool 

And 

i) Sakura Quickie Glue pen or other 
pressure sensitive tracing glue. 

i) Silver embossing powder and heat gun 
i) White pencil 

i) Sun/star tools (white work version) 
i) Small brads 

i) Parchment scissors or snips 
i) Small gems 



MARTS TOP TIP! 

If you hove silver brads they can be 
coloured with alcohol markers or inks. 


Trace 

• For both versions trace the outer edges with 
white pencil. For the whitework version, 
trace the entire design the same way. For 
the heat embossed version; Before tracing, 
rub over the parchment with either an 
anti-static pad or a small amount of talcum 
powder. This prevents the embossing 
powder from sticking anywhere apart from 
the glued lines. 


Use either a Sakura Quickie Glue pen or 
tracing glue to trace the 3 outlines of the 
stars. Work from the smallest star outwards 
and turn your ruler after tracing each side 
to avoid smearing the glued lines Allow the 
glue to dry until it is clear. If you wish, you 
can trace the small star on a separate piece 
of parchment. 

Sprinkle on silver embossing powder, tap 
off the excess and'cure'with a heat gun. 
Allow the parchment to cool down before 
continuing. 



Perforate (for each version) 

• Working over a thin mat, perforate 
where shown using the Pergamano 5 in 
a circle tool and around the edges with a 
Pergamano star-point tool. 

Emboss 

• White work version: Within the traced lines 
of the small star use a small sun or star tool. 

• For both versions, emboss the star point 
perforations to white. 

Finishing 

• Reperforate all the 5 in a circle perforations 
and cut to form stars and emboss the star- 
point tool perforations and cut out. 

• Use a 2 needle tool to perforate around the 
inside of the largest star, and the outer and 
inner edges of the small star. 

• Attach to card stock of a colour of your 
choice with small brads. Use tiny dots of 
PVA glue to fix the small star into the centre 
of the design and embellish with gems. 
Attach to folded card stock. ❖ 
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What is heat embossing? 

Heat embossing allows you to add raised elements to your designs, 
where a sentiment or patterns. Simply apply an embossing ink, 
this can be applied via an embossing pen or ink pad to your work, 
sprinkle embossing powder to cover the ink then use a heat gun 
to heat and set the ink. Embossing powders are available in many 
colours and effects such as mat, gloss and glitter!
